‘laws: and enjoy her-’ 
principles of Justice.

1783..' They proceeded up the. Atlan- 
tle coast to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
thence up the river: St. Lawrence to 
Sorel, Quebec, where they wintered in 
shacks and tents, while they con- 
structed flat-bottomed boats: called 
batteaux, to enable them to complete 
their. journey. In the spring when 
the. goyernment had ,completed sur 
veys in the -territory around the Bay 
of Quinte, they proceeded to that ter- 
ritory, arriving June 16, 1784, and set- 
tled along the sliores of “that bay. 
Later, small parties came in canoes 
by way of the Hudson River and other 
waterways to Lake Ontario and thence 
to various parts of Upper Canada. 
These early ploneers are called 
United’ Kmpire. Loyalists. By an 
order-in-council of the Canadian Gov- 


ernment, passed: Noy. 9, 1789, when ; 


Lord Dorchester was governor,, a@, Tec: 
ord was directed to be kept of these 
people, and a “mark of honor” con- 


ferred upon them and their posterity, - 


so that the United Empire Loyalists 
are the only persons upon whom an 
hereditary title was ever conferred by 
the Canadian Government, and it is 
not likely there. will ever be another 
hereditary title conferred by a Cana- 
dian- Government. 

This title was not created and con- 
ferred because the recipients had ac- 
cumulated. riches, attained political 
distinction or basked: in the sunshine 
of a prince’s favor, but Bécause the 
reeipients had lost all worldly. posses- 
sions, had sacrificed everything for a 
noble principle and served well in a 
‘good cause. As time goes on; it will 
no doubt come to be regarded as the 
most exclusive and honorable title in 
the Empire. 

The action of. the. United Empire” 
Loyalists made possible a British 
North America with its two million 
British homes. The event 
will be celebrated next June at the 
city of Belleville in the Bay of 
Quinte district, 1s therefore one ot 
the greatest events in the history of 
the Empire. 

Not only Canadians but citizens of 
the United States of America are tak- 
ing an interest in ihe celebration. :.Al- 
ready a number of prominent citizens 
of the United States have expressed 
their intention of being present, in- 
cluding General Putnam, of Vermont, 
a relation of one of Washington’s gen-— 
erals; Hon. Mr. Justice Clarke, of the 
supreme court of the United States; 
Rear-Admiral Sims, and Sampel Gomp- 
ers; president of the American Federa- 
tion of. Labor. The governor of 
New York state has writtenthat he 
will be present or send a representa- 


tive. - The governors of a numbér of 
other states have sent similar 
messages.

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How to Store Potatoes 


Valuable Advice Given By Dominion 
Horticulturist 

7 Thousands».of bushels of potatoes 
are lost annually by careless storing— 
by being put in wet in comporitively 
warm and poorly-ventilated cellars 
add by being piled in. great heaps. 
fouching on this matter the Domin- 
ion Horticulturist im Bulletin No. 90 
of the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
that is to be had on ay‘plication to the 
Publications Branch, Ottawa, furn- 
ishes advice that, could profitably ‘be 
well heeded. In the first place pota- 
toes should. be stored as far as pos- 
sible in perfect darkness in a cool, 
well-ventilaied | cellar. Instead of 
heaping the potatoes against the wall 
slats should be nailed, a little apart, 
about: six inches or more from the 
A temporary floor should be 
laid about a similar distance above 
the permanent floor with cracks be- 
tween the boards, * This plan will. per- 
mit air io circulate under and, through 
the pile. If large quantitfes have to 
have to be 
made very large, square ventilators 
formed of slats and running from the 
top to the bottom of the heaps can be 
placed here and. thete, which, with 
the ventilation derived .from the 
spaces below and at the sides, will 
keep ile potatoes in far better con- 
dition than if they are packed solidly. 
Another plan for storing thp tubers 
is to put them in large crates made 
from slats with small interstices be- 
tween, The temperature is an im- 
portant point. While every precau- 
tion should be.taken against. frost, the 
heat should not exceed frem 33. to 36 
degrees F, A further matter of im- 
portance is to provide sem@ means of 
letting in cool air when spring is at 
‘hand to prevent sprouting. The best 
method is té' let the cool air in at 
night and keep ve cellar closed during

“As to the possibility of changes of . 


climate, it had been found that the 
climate In Southern Europe and South- 
ern Asia had not. changed in the Jast 
2,000 years. The. climate of Syria} 
and Egypt and the Mediterranean Was 
today almost identical with that of 
2,000 years ago. . There was-no rea- 
son to suppose that the climate on the 
North American continent would per- 
manently change. Professors Greg- 
ory) Huntingdén and imany others 
were of this belief, and he believed 
that wé may not look for any perman- 
ent change either one way or the 
other, In the west tlere had been 
periods of drought and wet weather 
and he believed. similar conditions 
would obtain in the future.» Some 
had thought. that~ cultivation of soll 
might have an effect... This was: a 
question to which particular attention: 
had been given, but so far they-had 
not been able to say, even in the east, 
that the climate had changed, or 
would change.” , 

There was perhaps some © slight indi- 

eation. that the temperatures of the 

summers. was just a trifle warmer and 
the winters a trifle colder: Incréase 
in ‘heat may be traced to deforesta- 
tion, but Sir Frderick’s opinion was 
that the effect was very small, In 
Ontario it has been noted that in the 
early days of settlement there seem- 
ed to be a greatér liability to summer 
trost -than today. “I haye studied 
the temperatures of the west since 
about 1886," said Sir Frederick, “to 
the present and cannot see that there 
‘been, really any appreciable 
change in ihe date of the last frost 
of spring and the first:of fall.” 

Sir Frederick said he could not im- 
agine any portion ot the world where 
there was less: chance of a change 
than in the western proyinces. The 
great Pacific Ocean was to the west 
of. the mountains -and the great 
prairies immediately to the east. One 
could séarecly believe that any small 
thing that man could do in cultivation 
would have any effect “in altering the 
climate. The. agriculturist would 
have to find means by whith he could 
make the best of conditions as they 
exist.

Y For the ‘Agriculturist 

In connection. with the agriculturay 
work oF tlie’ provincial government at 
Rogina ‘and the university at Saska- 
toon, our sister province of Saskatche 
Wan “has devised a very etticient 
method of publicity. - 

An outstanding feature of all their 
activities is the ‘co-ordination of all 
those whose work comes under. the 
jurisdiction of«the provincial govern- 
ment. There is a noticeable absence 
of overlapping of éffort, and ih conse 
quence, time and money, are saved, 
and reguits are obtained not only at 
less cost but with greater efficiency. 

One of the most difficult probléms of 
the administrative, the executive and 
the experimental agriculturist, is the 
getting over to the public in readable 
and easily understood form the vari 
ous points which they want stressed. 

In Saskatchewan!’ Mr. W. A. Mac: 
Leod, who is known as the commis- 
sidner of publications, is, made solely. 
responsiblé for this work. He col- 
Jecfs from the governnient and the 
university infofmation of every ‘de- 
scription to which it is desirable to 
give publicity. This information 1s, 
of course, prepared by those who are 
specialists on the various subjects, 
and Mr. MacLeod first sees that it is 
issued to the public press in-present- 
able form. ~ After that various. meth- 
ods of publicity are followed. 
‘times bulletins are issued, which on 
application. to the government at Re- 
sina or the university at Saskatoon, 
will b6 sent te any farmer of the proy- 
ince without cost. 

A recent innovation tn Mr. Mae: 
Leod’s department is that of using the 
moving pictures as a means of bring-. 
ing before the public agricultural sub- 
Jects. of an educational nature. In 
this respect there is*close co-ordina- 
tion between the three western prov- 
inces, so that films can be used by all 
of them, thereby making the expense

In 1922 the best cow pro- 
duced 13,471 pounds milk and 528.2. 
pounds fat.. Compare this with the 
average Of all the cows in “Quebec. 
milking eight months or longer in 
1922, namely 5,010. pounds milk and 
195.5 pounds fat. .The improvement 
in the herd referred to was brought 
about by discarding improfitable cows 
as indicated by the test, and replacing 
them, by better cows.
